INFLUENCE OF 


Although operators for the time being have 
abandoned the idea of an early reduction in 
the Bank rate, it should not be taken that 
we shall not see such a change in due course. 
The recent flwrry in money will probably 
prove to be only temporary. It was largely 
due to heavy tax collections, and, although 
these will continue for the rest of the current 
financial year, the Government must disburse 
at least part ofthe fitnds in time, and thus 
ease the situation. That the Chicago and 
Richmond vre-discount rates have heen 
advanced is probably not important, unless, 
of course, the movement is followed by a 
general increase’ in Fedwal Reserve rates in 
America; but even vow London is § per 
eent. above Chicago, and it is also 1 per cent. 
above New York. The idea at present is that 
with the uncertainty surrounding the prob- 
able attitude of, France, it is necessary for 
the Bank of England to improve its position 
still further, strong as the present figures 
aré; but when the desired augmentation of 
the reserve has been effected, we may then 
leek for a reduction in the official minimum. 
The impression seems to be that such a 
movement may be expected about April next. 


NEW LOANS. 


The recent appreciation in Gilt-edged and 
other first-class investments has made it still 
more difficult to obtain trustee securities 
vielding a cleay 5 per cent. The South 
Australia Loan, of course, fills the bill, but 
i; must be confessed that there is a pre- 
judice against Australian borrowing, and a 
good many investors, if they can only get, 
say, 4§ per cent. on a British Corporation 
Stock, would rather take the latter than 
subscribe to the new Colonial Loan. This 
prejudice may possibly cause the new security 
to be largely- left with the underwriters, in 
which case the scrip will be obtainable for 
a time Wt a discount on the issue price, but 
that discount is not likely to hold for long, 
because the demand for sound 5 per cent. 
vielding issues will soon absorb the amount 
available. The terms upon which the South 
Australia Stock is offered unmistakably show 
that Australian credit has suffered through 
over-borrowing in the past, for no British 
Corporation would have to pay about 54% 
per cent. for money in these days. This is 
indicated by the terms fixed for the coming 
Stoke-on-Trent Loan—S per cent. at 101. 


BENGAL-NAGPUR RAILWAY. 


In view of the difficulty of obtaining 
trustee securities to give a good yield, atten- 
tion may be directed to Bengal Nagpur Rail- 
way Capital Stock. There is no doubt 
that trustees are authorised to _ invest 
in this. The Secretary of State for India 
guarantees 34 per cent. interest on it, while 
it is not repayable within 15 years, and it is 
not quoted at abóve par. Beyond the fixed 
guarantee of 34 per cent., the Stock is en- 
titled to a share of the surplus profits, and 
for the last three vears this participetion has 
raised the full dividend to 5 per cent. The 
Stock has been Jately dealt in at under 96, 
at which price the yield is-£5 4s. per cent. 
As the quotation 1s a few points below par, 
there is little chance of capital depreciation, 
while if the surplus earnings should permit 
of a somewhat bigger dividend in the future, 
the Stock would certainly be cheap at the 
present figure. 


GRAMOPHONE SHARES. 


Last week witnessed further activity in 
what is known asthe talking machine group, 
but it mainly cehtred upon Vocalions and 
Duophones. Vocalions reached the new high 
record of 51s. 9d., with business at 52s.; but 
the most spectacular rise was provided hy 
Duophone Ordinary. These shares were only 
introduced on Tuesday in last week, and on 
that day the business was at from 15s. to 
16s. 3d. By Friday a quotation of 30s. had 
been touched. The price relates to the shares 
of 10s., so already a very substantial premium 
has ‘been established. *It would seem, from 
the rapidity of the rise, that this premium 
was due to the fact that the Ordinary Shares

NEED FOR CAUTION. 


There can be little doubt that the price 
has been hoisted on the strength of the great 
activity and rise in Vocalions and, to some 
extent, Columbia Graphophones and Gramo- 
phones, and the market has every appear- 
ance of having been manipulated by a clique of 
speculators. It is also said that a certain 
proportion of the 170,000 Ordinary Shares, 
for which permission to deal was received, 
has been pooled. In that event we may easily 
see a further sharp rise. Ultimately, how- 
ever, the professionals will take their profits, 
and then perhaps the public will be left with 
shares which are unsaleable at the pricé now 
ruling. The market for Duophone Ordinary 
Shares. therefore, is not one Which the 
ordinary speculative investor should touch. 
for he is up against people who are able to 
do pretty well what they like with the price. 
The market valuation ef such a share is not 
ruled by intrinsic merits, but by the height 
to which it can be carried by skilful manipu- 
lation. 


ATTITUDE OF THE PUBLIC. 


lt is to be feared that to some extent the 
public help these speculators. A certain 
section of those who operate on the Stock Ex- 
change do not want stodgy investments of the 
‘safety first” type, but only things that are 
likely to show a profit by capital apprecia- 
tion. It is because of this that there has 
Keen such a rush for the various ls. or 2s. 
Ordinary or Deferred Shares that have been 
offered during the last twelve months; for 
unless there is a public demand for them it 
is useless for professionals to engineer market 
movements. There must be somebody with 
the shares can be ‘“‘laniled’’ when the 
boom is over. The professional speculators 
have been quick to realise the position, so 
that for months past we have had a very 
active Industrial Share Market, and for a 
long period there was almost uninterrupted 
huovaneyv. In many cases shares have been 
bought, and have heen carried up to a sub- 
stantial premium simply on the prospects ot 
the future—prospects which, to say the least, 
are an many very uncertain. There 
would be no reason why the public should not 
take a hand in the movement if they knew 
the right moment in which to sell. Unfor-

THE OUTLOOK, 

Erospacta of a lower Bank rate are less 
hépeful than they appeared to be a week ago, 
and it looks as if the Bank's policy is to 
augment its stock of gold materially before 
deciding upon a reduction.

From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT 

With the turn of the year, business 
generally in the produce trade shows signs 
of broadening, and there is a better under- 
current in both bacon and butter at the close 
of the week. So far as the latter is concerned, 
an official reduction of four kroner was 
telegraphed from Denmark, but this did not 
reflect the position, as spot prices were 
steadv, with every prospect of an advance. 
The toial imports of bacon into the United 
Kingdom in 1927 amounted to 8,469,151 cwt., 
compared with 7,471,278 cwt. Into 1926. 
According to the official returns which were 
recently published, the total value of imports 
during 1927 was £38,622,481, compared with 
£42.687,766 in 1926. ‘The expansion in the 
Danish production of bacon is simply 
astonishing, the arrivals from Denmark into 
this country during 1927 totalled 5,081,610 
cwt., compared with 3,641,578 cwt. in 1926. 
Imports from the United States have shown 
considerable diminution compared with the 
previous two years—1926-1925—having been 
641,076 cwt. in 1927, against 1,189,112 ewt. 
in 1926 and 1,489,938 ewt. in 1925. The 
immediate outlook for the American bacon 
supplies for the United Kingdom do not 
appear altogether hopeful, and the prospect 
would. seem to indicate that the United 
States will consume more and more of its 
own production, and export less to other 
countries. The Irish Free State sent more 
bacon to this country in 1927, the quantity 
being 450,885 cwt., compared with 434,112 
ewt. in 1926. Nith regard to Canadian 
bacon, imports have undergone considerabie 
reduction during the past three years, having 
been 503,084 cwt. in 1927, against 869,879 
ewt. in 1926, and 1,266,861 cwt. in 1925. 
On the other hand, however, there have been 
greatly increased arrivals from Holland and 
the Baltic States, which have not been 
without their influence upon the general 
situation. Bacon is considerably cheaper than 
it was a year ago, and is likely to remain 
so, because there are pleytiful supplies still 
to come forward. With the cost of bacon 
down, consumption is eminently satisfactory. 
While the egg market is generally weaker 
and prices slowly declining, the scarcity of 
absolutely choicest selections 1s still un- 
relieved. 

Salford Cattle Market re-opened on Tuesday 
last, but, as the iestrictions have not been 
entirely removed, only twenty-four local 
beasts and fifty Yorkshire sheep were penned. 
Prices were purely nominal. There was 4 
good attendance of buyers, and an excellent 
market is expected next week, when the 
market will be free from all restrictions.

ARREARS OF LAND 
ANNUITIES.

CONDITIONS IN CO. CLARE. 


At Ennis District Court, the State Solicitor 
(Mr. James Lynch) was granted permission 
bv District Justice Gleeson to make a state- 
ment with reference to the collection of land 
annuities. He explained that the reason for 
this course was to be found in the published 
report. of the Justice’s remarks a! Ennistymon 
recently, adversely commenting on the system 
in operation. 7 

In the course of his statement, Mr. Lynch 
said that a lot of arrears accrued in County 
Clare. Owing to the conditions prevailing it 
was very hard to execute decrees. The result 
vas that. even now, there were anything from 
600 to 800 decreés.for annuities unsatished— 
net collected by the Sheriff and not paid. 
Until about twelve months ago the Land 
Commission had a rule that no fresh proceed- 
ings for the recovery of fresh arrears should 
be taken in cases in which there was an un- 
paid decree outstanding. A new rule, how- 
ever. has now been put in operation, and in- 
stalments due are sued for and an attempt is 
made to collect them without reference to the 
fact that outstanding decrees for prior instal- 
ments may remain unpaid Put where any- 
thing like that has had to be done, a good 
many of the tenants have been permitted to 
make arrangements to pay the overdue gales 
by easy instalments. It was expected that 
by the operation of this revised system the 
arrears in Clare would soon be considerably 
reduced. 

DISTRICT JUSTICE’S STATEMENT. 

Justice Gleeson said that he was pleased 
that such a statement had been made. He 
recognised that the Land Commission had 
conferred enormous benefits on the people, 
and he was aware that they had endless diffi 
culties to contend with. When he commented 
on the system in operation for the collection of 
annuities, it was at the end of two extremely 
heavy Courts, occupied with the hearing of 
Land Commission processes, in which all sorts 
of complications had arisen In after 
ease he had been trying to explain to tenants 
the position in which they sto d, as no man 
should be allowed to leave a Court with the 
feeling that he had not had justice done him, 
it was possible that in theke ci neces he 
had not phrased his comments g temperately 
as he should have done. A system, however, 
which might be quite intellizible to most of 
them. might be confusing to poor people tn 
remote parts of the county The issue of :

SEA FISHERIES IN 


DENMARK. 


——_+ 
HOW THE GOVERNMENT 
ASSISTS 


Mr. P. J. Tuohy, secretary of the Irish 
Fishermen's Association, forwards us replies 
to ten questions on the subject of 
fisheries addressed by him to the Director of 
Fisheries in Denmark. From those it ap 
pears that the Danish Government votes for 
the development of the industry in the past 
three vears were £372.000. £360,000 and 
£340.000. The corresponding figures for the 
Irish Free State were £29,000. £24,000 and 
£20 000. 

The administration of the Danish fisheries 
is controlled by a permanent director ol 
fisheries under the Minister for Agriculture, 
with a salary of £660 per annum. ‘The total 
cost of the administration, salaries, etc., 15 
nbont £1,600 a year, as compared with about 
£15,000 a year and bonuses in the Free 
State. 

The direct loans to Danish fishermen for 
each of the three vears were £14,000, £23.000 
and £23,000, and to those in the Tree State 
£7,900, £7.000 and £7,000. In 1927-28 Den- 
mark spent £200,000 on the building and 
maintenance of fisherv harbours, and £16 000 
for research work. The corresponding Free 
State ficures were £2.500 and £650. * The 
Danish vearlv totals of catches of sea fish in 
the period were 68.000. 78.000 and 76.000 
tons. The returns for the Free State, includ 
ing landings from British and Irish boats, 
were 14.928. 18.294 and 29.762 tons

A Pleasant Trip. 


Some 270 persons travelled in this train, 
to which were attached four restaurant 
cars. Mr. Crossley, the popular manager 
of the Great Northern’s hotel and refresh- 
ment room system, was a passenger on the 
outward journey, while Mr. J. B. 
Stephens, general manager of the com- 
pany, came back with us from Belfast. 
The official who was responsible for the 
smooth working of -the. arrangements 
en route and for personal attention to the 
wants of the parties, the members of 
which wanted to be together, etc., was 
Mr. Foley, of the Dublin traffic depart- 
ment, who travelled both ways in the 
train.

The Four Courts Portico. 


The beautiful portico of the Dublin 
Tour Courts has a history attached to its 
erection, with which few people are 
familiar. Gandon, the great architect, 
writing on the subject,’ said: ‘“‘ I was 
induced, through the particular sugges- 
tion of a noble and influential Peer, the 
Ear! of Portarlington, to set back the 
portico, which 1 originally designed to 
cover the footway (as in the case of the 
Parliament House). This I considered a 
great sacrifice of the beauty of the front.”’ 

As was pointed out at the time, the 
portico, as erected, did not serve the 
original purpose of giving projection or 
effording shadow or shelter to the 
entrance. Still the entire facade, taken 
from end to end, has a noble effect, and 
presides, as it were, over the quay and 
river with a dignity worthy of a great 
city, Indeed, with the crowning clory of 
the reconstructed dome, architecture 
never produced anything more gratifying 
to the senses, ---. 


A Romantic Novelist. 


Among the romantic novelists of whom 
Ireland has just reason to be proud 
Mr. Henry de Vere Stacpoole.

The Last of the Victorians. 


In the obituaries of the late Mr. 
Thomas Hardy he was generally referred 
to as ‘“‘ the last of the Victorians.’’ But 
a friend of ancient memory reminds me 
that this title really belongs to a dis- 
tinguished figure stil] happily with us— 
namely, the Right Hon. Sir George Otto 
Trevelran. Bait., whose wife died on 


' Thursday. 
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Sir George, who will be ninety in July, 
was a member of Parliament in the vears 
when the Fenians were causing trouble in 
Ireland. He represented Tynemouth in 
1865—just think of it, sixty-three years 
ago. But his own associations were 
more direct than this. He was Chief 
Secretary for Ireland in 1882, and, again, 
in later years paid political visits to the 
country as a supporter of the Home Rule 
cause. In those davs, when progress 
was a matter of slow and steady growth. 
Sir George was something of an advanced 
social reformer. He took, for instance, an 
active part in furthering the abolition of 
purchase in the Army, and the extension 
ci household suffrage to the counties. Just 
imagine “ household suffrage “ as a great 
reform, when to-day the issue is the vote 
for young women of twenty-one. 


A Ministerial Optimist. 


Mr. A. M. Samuel, who takes a favour- 
able reading of the British trade baro- 
meter, is well qualified to do so, for he 
is not only the present Secretary to the 
Treasury and a former Secretary of the 
Overseas Trade Department, but he is a 
business man of varied experience. He is 
proud of his descent from a Jewish fannly 
which has heen settled in Norwich for 
several ‘hundred years. He is a former 
Lord Mayor of that city, is a keen 
siudent of art and literature, and has 
written a book of charming essays as 
well as, a monumental work on the 
herring.

A Link with Parnell. 


Air. Cosgrave’s visit to the United 
States forges a link with Parnell, through 
the fact that among those who received 
the Irish visitors in Washington was 
Colonel Pope Hennessy, who is attached 
to the British Embassay there, and whose 
father, Sir John Pope Hennessy, figured 
prominently in the early days of the 
Parnellite split. Sir John, when a young 
Conservative member of the House of 
Commons, won the attention of Disraeli, 
who gave him the post of Governor of 
Hong Kong. After he retired from ser- 
vice with the Foreign Office a Parliamen- 
tary vacancy occurred in North Kilkenny, 
and he won the seat as an anti-Parnellite 
against Parnoll’s nominee, the late Mir. 
Vincent Seully. 

The circumstances leading up to the 
election were interesting. Sir John, 
before the divorce proceedings had been 
heard, had been nominated for the 
vacancy with Parnell’s approval 
a united convention; but, as 
during the writ for 
election could not be moved. After the 
divorce proceedings Sir John declared 
himself in opposition to Parnell, who 
then nominated as his candidate Mr. 
Scully.

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PEACE 
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ORGANISATION FORMED 
IN IRELAND. 


The continuous dramatic presentation of the 
demand for disarmament is one of the schemes 
in a campaign outlined by Captain F. Fitz- 
eurrie Trench (who served in the Royal Tank 
Corps during the Great War), at a meeting 
at. Eustace street, Dublin, last Friday, with 
Mr. Albert Wood, K.C., in the chair. 

The movement proposes, “by an inter- 
national gesture, sariedically repeated as may 
be necessary, to enable those who are the 
victims of war to lead their rulers to a clear 
realisation that the problem is one of such 
extreme urgency as to admit of no further 
delay.” 

' The. plan of campaign -is that. on a pre- 
determined and identical date in each year 
resolutions and memorials shall be sent to 
the (Jsaovernments of all countries demanding :— 

‘*That all nations shall agree to renounce 
war and substitute reason as the means of 
settling international ‘disputes, to expedite 
general disarmament, to save the money ex- 
pended annually. on armament budgets, “and 
to seek to establish international security by 
international ce-operative action.” . 

Mr. Charles E. Jacob proposed, and Mr. 
Dermod O’Brien, P.R.H.A., seconded a reso- 
lution approving of the aims and objects of 
the proposed scheme. 

Canon H. W.B, Thompson proposed, and 
Miss Harrison seconded, a AE. cd Co approv- 
ing of the proposed procedure for carrying out 
the scheme. 

Canon Thompson stated that he gave the 
scheme his blessing, and as he understoed it, 
the scheme was not in conflict, but in align 
ment, with. the efforts of the League of 
Nations. 

Mr. Mortished stated that the attraction of 
ihe scheme lay, not in the form of the demand 
to be submitted to the Governments, but in 
the annual and. continuous dramatic presen- 
tation of the demand calling for disarmament. 

Father Stéphen Brown, $.J., ‘considered 
that the vital element in the scheme was the 
dem and for disarmament. 

General Sir Wiliam Hickie said that he 
gave Captain Trench’s scheme whole- 
hearted approval, and assured the meeting 
that the British Legron was wholly in favour 
of peace, and those who fought in the Great } 
War were determined to make true the words 
of the Prince of Wales, “It won't happen 
again. 

Mr. Bolton Waller was in favour .of all 
efforts to create world peace, -but he “did: not 
approve of the creation of any further. organ- 
isations. In so far, however, as the move- 
ment did not conflict with the work of the 
League of: Nations he gave it his support. 

Miss Bennett was of the opinion that there 
was a great necessity for another organisation 
in the Free State. The League of Nations 
did not attract public opinion here, and was 
not really representative as America and 
Germany stood outside. The peace societies 
in Ireland had just managed to exist since 
1914, but a real peace movement was the 
one thing needed, and it could only be 
obtained through a new organisation, which 
would arouse public opinion on the need for 
eace, 

Mr. Michael Rowan spoke in favour of the 
scheme as being an effort to bring about a 
world movement for peace, and said that 
public opinion was at the present time very 
much alive on the subject of disarmament. 

A subscription list was opened to promote 
the scheme, and Miss Kathleen Price, of 28 
Lansdowne road, Dublin, ‘was appointed 
organiser for Ireland.

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TRESPASS IN PURSUIT OF 
GAME. 
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DISTRICT JUSTICE

Sin,—Will you allow’ me to cérrect one 
statement in your leading article to-day? It 
must have n.of your charity that you 
described Bishop Gore as a member of the 
advanced guard of the Anglo-Catholic move- 
ment. Unfortunately this is not so. There 
are many much more advanced, and I could, 
if a offer solid proofs that he is 
regarded by the really advanced guard as a 
troublesome drag upon their wheels. 

He, comparatively recently and during the 
Malines period, was a severe critic of some 
of the most characteristic developments of 
the Romanising party in the English Church, 
especially with regard-to the cultus of the 
Blessed Sacrament, and, not long since, | 
heard him preach a sermon in an ’’advanced”’ 
London church, in which he strongly ‘depre- 
cated the pre-occupation of so many people 
with these miserable ceremonial matters,”’ 
when they ought to be spending their energy 
in the promotion of friendship and brotherlli- 
ness among Christians. Call him an ad- 
vanced: High Churchman; but no close 
student of English Church affairs is. un- 
aware of the fact that Bishop Gore is much 
too good a theologian and too good an 
Anglican to satisfy the really advanced sec- 
tion of the movement which calls itself 
‘* Anglo-Catholic.”’ | 

However many of us may regret some of 
Bishop Gore’s sacramental views, and what I 
venture to think are his’ rigidly narrow 
Church theories, he is, without doubt, one of 
our greatest teachers, one of our most valued 
defenders of the faith and one of the most 
honest and most lovable of men. : 

May I add that the Roman Catholic sec- 
tion of the Malines report, upon which ‘you 
rely for saying that agreement was reached 
without difficulty “upon the doctrine of 
Transubstantiation’” (your words, not the 
report’s), uses almost the words of the 
Church Catechism’s statement about what 
is taken and received by the faithful in the 
Lord’s Supper’? Protestant Churchmen have 
never admitted that this implies Transub- 
stantiation. 

It would be ungracious on my part were I 
to leave unexpressed the gratitude which I 
believe many Irish Churchmen feel towards 
you for the whole tone of your leading article 
on the postponed Conference. They . are 
grieved by the turn of affairs which has 
caused the abandonment of what so many 
were already looking forward to with keen 
interest; and, if I mistake not, they are 
left with a rankling sense of an injustice 
having been done, and of a strange depar- 
ture from that tolerance which seems to 
be part of the ethos of Protestantism at its

Srr,—it seems to me implied in your lead- 
ing article of the 28th, on ‘‘the Postponed 
Conference,” that Bishop Gore is an upholder 
of the doctrine of Transubstantiation. I beg 
leave to doubt whether that can be held to 
follow from the conversations at Malines, 
and it 1s wholly opposed to his own state- 
ments in his admirable book entitled ‘* ‘The 
Body cf Christ.” Thus he says (pages 116- 
117).:—‘‘ Transubstantiation in its first form, 
as for example the weak and unhappy 
Berengar was forced by the dominant power 
in the Chureh to subscribe to it, was indeed 
a gross and horrible doctrine ”; and (page 
120) :—‘ In its original and more natural 
meaning, Transubstantiation—the overthrow- 
ing of the natural substance by the spiritual— 
is truly contrary to a fundamenta)] Christian 
philosophy, and really ‘overthroweth the 
nature of a sacrament.’ ” Yet further, on 
page 219, he says:—‘‘ On the subject both 
of the gift and of the sacrifice the eucharistic 
development of the middle ages, as compared 
with the less formulated teaching and belief 
of the early Church, represents loss and not 
gain, deterioration and not advance. 

Lastly, I should like to quote those weighty 
words of the Bishop on Our Lord’s gift of 
legislation to His Church which occur on 
page 222 of the book :—‘‘It ought to have 
made it a first instinct with the bishops of 
all ages to be on their guard agaist 
gradual departures from the original spirit of 
Christian prophecy. It ought—to put the 
matter in definite terms—to have made them 
specially careful to maintain the constant 
appeal to Scripture, the record of the first 
inspired pattern of teaching, which the Church 
exists to guard and to perpetuate, but to 
which it has no authority to add.” 

Surely these extracts speak for themselves. 
The Church of Ireland may not eye to 
eye with Bishop Gore in everything, but 1 
will be an wl day for her when she would 
decline- on that ground to listen to one whose 
courisel contains much wisdom.—Yours, etc.,

OUTRAGE AT COUNTY 
CORK DANCE: 
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From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Sunday. 

A startling outrage occurred at Oak- 
grove, near Carrigadrohid, Co. Cork, to- 
night as the result of which two men 
named Sullivan and Lyons were seriously 
wounded. 

It appears that a dance was in progress 
in the house of a man named Cornelius 
Cronin, a dairyman, and some thirty 
couples were present. At about nine 
o'clock a shot-gun was discharged through | 
one of the windows and the dancers fled 
from the room. Later it was found that 
Sullivan and Lyons had received severe 
wound; on their heads and faces. A cap 
belonging to on- of them was found on the 
floor riddled to rags and saturated with 
blood. 

The injured men were taken to Mercy 
Hospital, Cork, where they were detained 
for treatment.

DROGHEDA REFUSES A 
GOVERNMENT GRANT. 
Drogheda Corporation last Saturday de- 
cided, by seven votes to four, not to accept a 
grant of £650 offered by the Local Govern- 
ment Department out of the £150,000 unem- 
ployment relief vote, on condition that the 
balance of the cost of the specified works, a 
sewerage scheme for the Hardman’s Garden 
end of the town, estimated to cost £2,573, 
would be raised by loan by the Corporation 

itseli. 

Mr. W. P. Allen, who proposed the 
acceptance of the grant, said that the cry at 
the present time was to reduce taxation, but 
they had at the same time the cry—* Give 
us more grants.’’ Where did they think the 
money was going to come from unless they 
helieved that the Government had a bottom- 
less purse, on which they could draw as long 
as they wished. 

Mr. J. J. Callan, opposjng, said that the 
Government told them .in one breath to keep 
down local taxation, and in another breath 
to borrow thousands of pounds and put it on 
the rates. In the name of common-sense, he 
asked, how could the Corporation borrow 
thousands and, at the same time, reduce local 
taxation? They knew that if a reduction in 
local taxation did not come soon the business- 
men in the twenty-six counties would be un- 
able to meet the burden, because their 
capacity to pay a rate of 12s. now was much 
less than their capacity to pay a rate of 18s 
was some time ago. 

Mr. P. Anderson said that he thought that 
the Government had been trying to mislead 
the people with their unemployment grant. 
because they had attached conditions with it 
that no body of business men could entertain. 
He ccusidered it. very unfair of the Govern 
ment to offer a grant on these conditions.

PROTEST AGAINST TERMS.

“Of course, the tentptation is very great, 
for the profits are enormous, and the distil- 
lution of whiskey is not so difficult as some 
people imagine. I recall a case in which a 
plumber constructed the plant. 

‘‘ There are many. ways of disposing of the 
whiskey. One of the illicit distillers: in Glas- 
cow was found recently disposing of his 
‘brew’ at 8s. a bottle, and if it fetched that 
price it must have been very ttle inferior 
to the legitimately distilled whiskey. - Of 
course, it would not be properly blended. 

“I have seen st suggested that some of 
the small publichoyses in the neighbourhood 
of big towns are open to receive’ such illicit 
whiskey. I have my doubts, ahead there 
is a great temptation to take the stuff. 

‘It is also probable that in mining dis- 
tricts where men have small clabs illicit 
whiskey finds a home. Miners have not much 
money to. spend on whiskey, -of course, and 
a cheap tipple might tempt them, as it would 
any one else. . 

“I should not be surprised if a good 
deal of the whiskey goes into the “dry 
areas.’ ‘It is very significant that in Kilsyth, 
one of the ‘dry areas,” drunkenness is on 
the increase. 

“The illicit distillers put uptheir whiskey 
in well-cleaned petrol tins. These can be con- 
veyed anywhere without arousing suspicion, 
and the oarters who dispose of it are probably 
innocent of the contents.’’

£11,868,000. This drop is due to the 
heavy fall in prices; for, although the 
actual number of beasts exported was 
greater in 1927 than in 1926, its value 
was considerably less. Bacon exports also 
are down, from £2,769,000 to £2,264,000 ; 
there has been a fractional fall in porter 
and beer; and the plight of the distilleries 
is illustrated by a further drop in spirits 
exports from £176,000 to £156,000. 

The reduction in imports also is a 
welcome sign. There has been a drop 
from £2,189,000 to £1,651,000 in the case 
of bacon—a fact which indicates that the 
Irish people at last are beginning to 
appreciate the quality of native produce ; 
and imports of butter have fallen from 
£501,000 to £365,000. In the protected 
industries some strange results have been 
produced. Impurts of overcoats have in- 
creased from £299,000 to £375,000, while 
those of men’s and boys’ suits have fallen 
from £327,000 to £254,000. In the cases 
of these two items, therefore, the position 
is virtually unchanged. Women’s costumes 
have decreased from £792,000 to £589,000. 
The imports of boots and shoes remains 
very high. It fell during the year from 
£1,792,000 to £1,734,000; but the foot- 
wear tariff has been in operation for 
nearly four years, and by this time, if the 
15 per cent. tariff were likely to justify 
itself, the annual imports of boots and 
shoes would have been fer less than

CIVILIAN FOUND SHOT. 
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IREE STATE'S TRADE IN 1927, 
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NEARLY £8,000,000 
EXPORTS. 


An exchange of shots between a Dublin 
detective and two armed men on last 
Saturday evening resulted in the death of 
a young man whose name is stated to be 
Timothy Coghlan, of 24 Ring street, 
Inchicore. 

At about half-past six o’clock Detective 
Harling was returning to his home, Wood 
Park Lodge, Dartry. As he was walking 
past St Kevin’s Park he noticed two men 
standing on the footpath at the corner of 
the vark. Something in their movements 
aroused his suspicions of their intentions 
and he stood to watch them for a moment, 
and +hey turned and walked a few steps in 
the opposite direction. 


ATTACK OPENED. 

He went on tewards his house, taking 
the precaution of holding his revolver in 
readiness in case of attack. As he was 
turning in at his gate he heard two shots 
behind him from the direction in which 
he had seen the two men. He turned and 
fired and there was a brisk exchange of 
shots. 

He had got 2 few steps inside his gate 
when one of the men rushed across the 
road after him, firing as he came. The 
detective fred again and saw the man fall. 


DYING MAN FOUND. 

When he reached bis own door his 
brother-in-law..a soldier. Private Thomas 
Radican, who was in the house at the 
time, rushed past him, having heard the 
shots. and when he went down to the gate 
he found a man lying bleeding on the foot- 
path with a wound in his forehead over 
the eve and another on the crown of his 
head. Beside him lay an automatic pistol 
and there were three empty cartridges 
lying near. 

When the pistol was examined later 
there were five live rounds in the maga- 
zine. Jt was very dark and the soldier 
saw nothing of the second man. 


ASSISTANCE CALLED. 

Detective Harling, who had _ escaped 
injury, telephored to Portobello Barracks 
for the military ambulance to remove the 
wounded man, who was unconscious, and 
had Father Hurley, of the Church of the 
Three Patrons, Rathuar, brought to the 
spot as soon as possible, when the wounded 
man was anointed. Dr. Kerrigan came 
along with the ambulance from Portobello, 
and, having rendered first aid, had 
Coghlan, who was still unconscious, taken 
to the Meath Hospital, where he died at 
about 8 o’clock. 

It was obvious from the first that re 
covery was impossible owing to the nature 
otor of the wounds. It is stated that a card

The only other 
person to have received this honour was 
George Washington. 

There is no doubt that the large unseen 
audience who listened in to the proceed- 
ings on their wireless sets must have 
sensed Mr. Cosgrave's emotion (which was 
apparent to all of us who were present) 
when he returned his heartfelt thanks to 
the gathering at the banquet. 

“We can make treaties with whom we 
will,” he said, '“ and we hope that it will 
not be long before our relations will be 
placed on a treaty basis. 


UNITY. 

There was a further great denionstration 
of enthusiasm when he referred to the 
question of partition in Ireland. 

“I believe,” Mr. Cosgrave assured his 
large audience, “that time is a great 
healer, and that peace and charity on both 
sides will provide the true remedy. In 
the. meantime we in Ireland are living in 
absolute peace and concord. Political 
separation makes no difference whatever 
in the essential and unbreakable unity of 
the Irish nation ” 

Having told the story of the economic 
progress of the Free State since it was 
established during a time of civil war, 
Mr. Cosgrave declared his determination to 
keep alive the Irish language, in the 
belief that it is the proper and natural 
medium for the development and elevation 
of the Irish mind.

Fifteen hundred Dubliners went to Bel- 
fast by train on Saturday to see the Rugby 
match between Ireland and France, and 
came home that evening very well satisfied 
with their day. When we were leaving 
Amiens street in the morning it was rain- 
ing steadily, and a telegram from Belfast 
conveyed the sad news that the weather 
was equally unpleasant in the North; but 
for once fortune was kind, and as soon as 
we crossed the border a burst of bright 
sunshine assured us that we should not 
have the awful experience which we had 
at the Scots match at Lansdowne road last 
year. As a matter of fact, the weather 
in Belfast was excellent, and there was an 
almost summery atmosphere at Ravenhill, 
where a large crowd—but nothing like as 
large as the Lansdowne road crowd—had 
assembled. 


THE MARSEILLAISE. 

The band of the Royal Ulster Consta- 
bulary was in attendance, and the ground 
seemed to be in good condition—although 
an official told me that it had been under 
water on the previous day—when the 
French team, smart and cheerful as ever, 
took the field. I often wonder what 
Frenchmen think of the way in which 
Irish bands play the Marseillaise. So 
far, I have never heard it played over 
here with that “jizz’’ which is so essential 
to its proper enjoyment, and, while the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary band played it 
better than many other Irish bands that I 
have heard, it did not make you want to 
throw your hat into the air, which is the 
effect that the Marseillaise should, and 
does, have on all properly constituted 
crowds. 

The game was highly exciting, and, 
while the football was not of the highest 
international standard, there was plenty 
of incident to make the interested onlooker 
hold his breath. The teams were fairly 
evenly matched ; both sides played clean, 
if hard, football, in the course of which 
hard knocks were given and taken in a 
fine sporting spirit, and every man on the 
field seemed to be giving of his best. This, 
aiter all, is the test of a good game, and, 
judged by this standard, Saturday’s match 
was excellent. The French, as usual, were 


full of pluck and dash. 


A FINE TRY. 

Little Henri Behotéguy, with his beret 
basque, bearing a striking resemblance in 
build and gait to J. W. Stewart, the Irish 
full-back, was, J think, a newcomer to 
Ireland, and there were times when he 
gave us some anxious moments. His try 
was a beauty. He completely bamboozled 
the Irish defence; and when the crowd 
cheered his effort just as warmly as if it 
had been done by one of our own men, the 
whole French team stood to attention and 
saluted. Incidents of this kind are the 
life's blood of Rugby football, and one

The Frenchmen never 
relaxed their efforts to snatch victory from 
that sterling Irish defence, and although 
much the greater part of the play in both 
halves was almost on the invaders’ line, 
most of us were relieved when the final 
whistle went. 

A scrum had just been formed almost 
under the Irish goal posts. Of course, the 
Irish forwards probably would have got 
the ball and rushed it up the field; but 
there always was the chance that it might 
have come out on the French side, and 
with little Behotéguy in readiness to drop 
a goal, or make another of his mystifying 
changes from one foot to another which 
got him his try, anything might have 
happened. 

A dropped goal would have meant a 
draw, and a converted try a win for 
France; but there is no doubt that the 
better team won, and with ordinary luck 
in place-kicking should have won by a 
considerably greater margin of points.

MANIFESTO has been issued by 

fourteen members of the Opposition 
in the Northern House of Commons 
against the Government’s proposal to 
introduce legislation before the next elec- 
tion to abolish proportional representation 
and establish single member constitu- 
encies. 

The manifesto declares that propor- 
tional representation was put in the Act 
of 1920 as a safeguard for minorities. 

It is intended to abolish this system, 
says the manifesto, not because it worked 
badly, but. for the purpose of securing 
only two parties in the Northern Parlia- 
ment—Protestant and Catholic. “ By 
this means there would be brought about 
2 revolting revival of those insane hatreds 
and appalling sectarian divisions which 
have cursed and disfigured our public life 
in the past.”’ 

The manifesto concludes with the 
declaration that if the attempt succeeds 
‘‘it may be our unhappy lot to see the 
opening of a blacker chapter in the oft- 
times saddened story of our Northern land 
than any of those unpleasant ones which 
we had fondly hoped had been for ever 
closed.’’ 

The manifesto is signed by fourteen of 
the seventeen members of the Opposition 
who have taken their seats, represent- 
ing Nationalist, Labour, Independents, 
Unionists and Farmers. The names of 
Colonel Woods and Mr. Thomas Hender- 
son (Independent Unionists) and Mr. 
Basil McGuckin (Nationalist, Derry) are 
not appended. Neither are the names of 
Mr. de Valera or Mr. E. Donnelly, who 
have not yet taken their seats in the 
Northern Parliament. 


THE MANIFESTO. 
APPEAL TO “ LOVERS OF 
FAIR PLAY.” 


The manifesto is as follows:— 

To THe PEOPLE or THE SI (OUNTIES— 
The time has at length arrived when we 
feel ourselves compelled to put before the 
people of Northern Ireland, and, indeed, 
before all lovers of fair play everywhere, 
the position of minorities under Lord 
Craigavon’s Government. We speak as 
the elected representatives of every 
minority in the Northern Parliament, and 
these minorities constitute almost one- 
half of the population. On their behalf it 
is imperative on us to place the public in 
possession of some of the more glaring 
injustices perpetrated in pursuance of a 
set policy which seeks to reduce minority 
representation to hopeless. impotence, to 
drive every exponent of independent 
opinion out of the Northern Parliament, 
and to revive and perpetuate those 
sectarian divisions and dissensions which 
all honest and sincere men of every creed 
and class had hoped would disappear 
under the influence of self-government, 
based on democratic principles. 

After the last general election the repre- 
sentatives of the largest minority, repre- 
senting one-third of the population, went 
into the Northern Parliament, and, 
although opposed to the idea of two Par- 
liaments and two Governments in Ireland, 
showed themselves prepared to accept the 
status quo and to work in harmony with 
every other section for the best interests 
of Northern Ireland, the prosperity of its 
people, and the welfare of its trade, in- 
dustry and commerce, and, as far as 
possible, to create a public opinion among 
their friends in support of this ideal. 


THE 1920 ACT. 

The Act of 1920, which brought into 
existence the Parliament of Northern 
Ireland, explicitly envisaged a constitution 
under which minorities would have fair 
play and adequate opportunity to voice 
their views. Proportional representation 
was set up as a safeguard for minorities. 
Through proportional representation those 
minorities had been enabled to return 
representatives to expound their grievances 
and endeavour to secure redress, and the 
number of these members was approxi- 
mately in proportion to the numerical 
strength of the different minorities. Thus 
not only Nationalists, but Labour, Inde- 
pendent Unionists, ex-Service men and re- 
presentatives of the unbought tenants were 
enabled to have their own point of view 
explained and emphasised in the Parlia- 
ment. 

As a result of this eminently fair system 
of representation Lord Craigavon’s Govern- 
ment came into power with.a party of 
thirty-three supporters out of a House of 
fifty-two; all other sections combined 
numbering nineteen. In a number of con- 
stituecies at the last general election the 
Independent members headed the poll by 
overwhelming majorities. 


RELENTLESS WAR. 


Since the Parliament met the minority 
representatives have done their best by 
reasoned criticism and a policy of mode- 
rate and constructive opposition to dis- 
charge their functions and carry out their 
duties as members of Parliament on con- 
Stitutional lines. How have they been 
met? A relentless war has been waged 
agaifst them by a rich and strongly en- 
trenched Government, backed by a power- 
ful political machine, directed and 
controlled by men still embittered by the 
passions and hatreds of the past.

WOMEN MISSIONARIES 


SEIZED AND ROBBED BY 
CHINESE SOLDIERS..

PEKING, Sunday. 

Four unmarried women missionaries, 
attached to the Holiness Mission, located at 
Tunchang, on the Grand Canal, 60 miles 
south-west of the capital of eens 
Province, are reported to have been 
and robbed by soldiers. 

Details are not available, but it appears 
that the women, whose names are not. 
obtainable, decided to remain at the Mission 
despite the warning of the local Consul, it 
is believed that they may be unharmed, and 
that possibly they have been liberated after 
the looting. The men missionaries attached 
to the Mission were absent, ha gone to 
Tsingtao to spend the Chinese New Year 
with their families, which had been sent to 
the seaport when the situation became 
critical. 

The four women, it is stated, refused to 

from the Mission when the Europeans 
and Americans were ordered out of the city:

A REMEDY FOR THE DISEASE. 

In yiew of the enormous cost to the. 
British Government in compensatin 
farmers for the loss of: their flocks an 
herds owing to foot-and-mouth disease, 
great interest is being taken there and on 
the Continent of what is- claimed to be a 
speedy and effective remedy for the 
disease. 

The cure is being kept as a secret at 
present, but it is stated that the results 
of tests which have been carrted out in 


France are astonishing. 


FARMERS SURPRISED, 

\ party of Dutch farmers and veterinary 
surgeons, who witnessed tests made in the 
Pontoise district last week, are so con- 
vinced of the efficacy of the discovery that 
tests are to be made in Holland. : It is 
believed that the treatment will be in 
general use on the Continent before long. 

In England foot-and-mouth disease is 
notifiable at present, and the affected 
animals are immediately slaughtered. 
Last month the slaughter cost the country 
over -£43,000.. The discovery, therefore, 
is of yreat importance to Britain, as the 
total sum paid in compensation aince 1922 
runs into several millions. 

THE BRITISH POLICY. 

Colonel Walter Guinness, the Minister 
of Agriculture in England, stated on 
Saturday that the Ministry had received 
thousands of supposed ‘“‘cures." In the 
majority of cases the animals in time 
would recover themselves, but the policy 
of the Ministry was to discover some form 
ol treatment which would produce effective 
immunity and prevent.“ contact ” animals 
blazing the disease through the country.

RELIABLE IMMUNISATION. 

“The efforts of the _Foot-and-Mouth

causation of the disease, but have not yet, 
untortnately, discovered the preventive 
remedy.

“TI don't advertise, I don't write books, I 
don’t talk to newspaper men as a rule,’’ said 
Miss Gertrude Bentam on: her arrival at 
Plymouth from Trinidad. 

Here: probably is the reason why com- 
paratively few people in this country know 
anything of. Miss -Benham’s wonderful 
pedestrian. achievements, in the course ob 
which she has visited, during the past twenty 
years, practically every part of the British 
Empire. 

FEW NEEDS. 

“I just travel. round the world studying | 
Nature,” Miss Benham went on. “TI enjoy 
the vast and wonderful beauties of Nature 
presented to’ us in all parts of.the globe. I 
say My own expenses, my needs afe few, and 
i please myself where | go. On average Í 
never spend more than £250 a year, yet I 
have been in many parts of Africa where no 
white woman had ever beén seen before. 

‘‘ Twenty years ago 1 was attracted to the 
Swiss mountains, Then I went further affeld, 
and to all intmts aad purposes’ I am a lonely 
wanderer, and I enjoy to the uttermost the 
spirit of wanderlust that has entered my 
soul. 

‘‘T am never lonely: How can I be with so 
much to see and admire? I sketch, and 
when I am tired of sketching and painting I 
indulge in the feminine pastime of embroi- 
dery. I make my own clothes, and roughing 
it in the bush one has to keep one’s outfit up 
to date and presentable. 

NEVER FRIGHTENED. 

“I have never heard of a rival,’” added 
Miss Benham, who confesses she is sixty, 
‘‘and I walk everywhere I can and give travel 
talks in colonial schools. It was in 1902 that 
I started my walking, and I have been world 
tramping ever since.

PARIS, Sunday. 

Recently published statistics show that in 
1925 no fewer than 11,181 Frenchwomen 
married foreigners, while only 5,880 French 
men took foreign wives. Despite the num- 
bers of Russians and Poles in France, there 
were only 437 Franco-Russian umons and 
65 Franco-Polish weddings. There were 
1.073 Franco-German marriages, largely be- 
tween persons living along the frontier line. 
Only 72 Frenchmen married American women, 
but 162 Americans married Frenchwomen. 

By far the greatest number of foreign 
marriages are those between French citizens 
and members of other Latin races. French 
men and women contracted 4,179 unions with 
citizens of Belgium and Luxemburg, while 
the record was held by Franco-Italian 
marriages, which totalled 5.068. Franco- 
Spanish marriages totalled 1,925. 

In every case the proportion of one French- 
man marrving a foreigner for two French- 
women marrying foreigners is maintained. 
Possibly the French cooking has something 
to do with it.

_"** One aeroplane to every hundred persons ”’ 
is the estimate of Commander Richard E. 
Byrd, who has flown over the North Pole and 
crossed the Atlantic in an aeroplane, of the 
aviation position fifteen years hence. 

_ ““T expect,” said Commander Byrd, in an 
interview, “‘ that above a large city there will 
be a whirr of engines almost as loud as the 
hum of the city streets. We will see the sky 
flecked with the. wings of aeroplanes. There 
will be aeprahion planes, built for. land 
and “water flying, dipping like gulls down to 
rest on the harbour. There will be huge air- 
ships carrying freight and perhaps a hundred 
passengers. 

AS REGULAR AS TRAINS. 

_ “These, as regularly as trains now draw 
into railroad stations, will come up at 
scheduled times to concrete platforms in avia- 
tion fields on the edge of the city. There 
will be small planes with braking devices that 
will make it possible to alight at slow speed 
in a small place, such as on skyscraper roofs. 

‘* Darting out toward open country spaces 
will go fast, small, and mediumsized sport 
aeropianes, There will be little swift planes 
for messenger service. Travelling a network 
of -definite air routes from distant cities 
will come large passenger. freight, and mail 
craft, and over special express lines planes in 
a hurry will be going at a rate of 200 miles 
an hour. 

FOR THE FARMER 

“In the country agricultural planes will fly 
low, spraying the orchards and crops. Go- 
vernment planes will patrol forests watching 
for fires.

NEW YORK COLLEGE 
SENSATION. 
REPORTED CHEATING 
EXAMINATIONS. 

At Hunter College, New York, where over 
4,000 girls are enrolled, a sensation has been 
caused by statements of girls attending the 
college ‘that. cheating is rife at all examina- 
tions held there. The charges are made in 
the college magazine, and Dr. George S. 
Davis, . President of the college, has under- 
taken to inquire into the allegations. 

One girl states that ‘‘ nine-tenths of the 
girls cheat ’’; another sixty-five 
students out of 4,000 are honest. The ex- 
aminations are held under the ‘‘ honour” 
system, under which, during the progress of 
the examinations, the students aré free from 
supervision, These are some of the 
charges :— 

1 heard two girls talking in the hall. One 
said to the other, “I passed that examina- 
tion, thanks to the honour system.”’ 

I see cheating every time I go to an 
examination, but I wouldn't tell. 1 couldn't 
stay in school if I did. One girl did, and 
her life had been made miserable for her 
ever since. 

(urls carry notes up their sleeves in ex- 
aminations. 

The German professor knows the girls 
cheat. He told them so. Nevertheless, he 
always goes out of the room during the 
examination, 

Girls will cheat whether the teacher 
in the room or not. 

Even when the teacher is in the room the 
girls pass their papers to one another. 

The classic examination was a disgrace. 
A group sat together and pooled all their 
knowledge. 

In an English section we had fifteen 
words to define. One girl announced the 
definitions aloud to all the others. 

Lhe honour system has heen in use at 
Hunter College since 1923. The students are 
expected to report delinquencies, but, accord- 
ing to the testimony of the students, the 
student precept, “ Thou shalt not peach,’’ 
has more force than the honour system.

of those insane hatreds and appalling sec- 
tarian divisions which have cursed and dis- 
figured our public life in the past, and which 
it was the hope and dream of every honest 
man and every true patriot would disappear. 

H Lord Craigavon’s Government .could 


point to any sucecss achieved by them, to 


any well-conceived rian to deal with unem- 
ployment, to start new industries, to provide 
a remedy for the enormous depression in the 
great staple industry of agriculture, to make 
proper provision for the unbought tenants, 
to deal with the hundred and one minor 
grievances that have created general discon- 
tent, there might, perhaps, be something to 
be said in support of their claim to rob 
minorities of their rights and thwart ‘and 
neutralise the intention of the Act of 1920, 
but the conditions of trade, of industry and 
of agriculture were never worse than they 
ar. at the present time. 
CONSTITUTIONALISM. 

It may be—possibly it is the hope of the 
authors of the new proposals—that, smarting 
under feelings of deep resentment at this 
wholly unwarranted deprivation of the 
elementary rights of representation, the vic 
tims Lí this fresh injustice may lose all faith 
in constitutional methods, Such a result 
might, of course, seriously reduce our num- 
bers, relievo Lord Craigavon’s Government 
of any effective opposition in Parliament, and 
thus deprive it of the one real.value it pos- 
sesses—that of being the most potent instru- 
ment left to the minority for the exposure 
of the indefensible conditions that prevail. 

In this connection it may not be inappro- 
priate to quote the words of one who has 
always claimed to be a Unionist and a sup- 
porter of Lord Craigavon; At a. public 
meeting in Ballymoney, at which Mr. Pringle, 
K.C., one of the Northern Prime Minister's 
supporters in the Imperial Parliament, was 
also amongst the orators, the Rev. Mr. 
Johnstone made the following declaration :— 

““ The Government cunningly contented 
themselves either by appealing to the 
political prejudices of the people or by 
seeking to broadcast an entirely false im- 
pression of the existing condition of 
things. They counselled the people, for 
example, to leave well alone. I would 
like to know in what department of Ulster 
life this ‘well enough’ condition pre- 
vails. It is certainly not well with re- 
gard to trade and commerce. Theré were 
25,000 on the list of unemployed. There 
were 48,900 struck off the bureau during 
the last twelve months, and a large per- 
centage of these are to-day walking the 
streets in idleness. In addition, there 
are many thousands of young people 
from 14.to 20 who have never yet got a 
job, and who, in the glad morning of 
life, are being consigned to hopelessness 
and despair Already there have been 
many suicides owing to unemployment, 
and our local asylums are overcrowded 
for the same Poverty has in- 
creased during the year by 100 per cent., 
and some Boards of Guardians as a re- 
sult have had to revise, and in many cases 
reduce, their meagre grants. I challenge 
the Government to disprove one single 
statement I have here made.” 


HOPELESS DESTINY. 

This outspoken expression of 
of one who been a staunch follower 
of Lord Craigavon will help to give the 
public some idea of what the condition of 
things in Northern Ireland is. Because 
Independent members of the Northern House 
of Commons have made similar declarations, 
though in much milder terms, and have tried 
to. make an honest attempt to provide a 
remedy for the evils thus portreyed, they 
are to be driven out of public life—deprived 
of political existence—and the present 
Ministry permanently installed in power, and 
all the reactionary ideas for which it stands 
—stereotyped as the hopeless destiny of the 
unhappy area ruled by the Government of 
Northern Ireland. 

Let us apply one simple test to the states- 
manship, the political vision, the adminjstra- 
tive acumen of the gentlemen who constitute 
this Government. One of the first things 
these gentlemen did at a time when, out of 
a population of a million and a quarter, there 
were some six thousand persons on the un- 
employed register, faced with ‘hunger and 
with no prospect of work, was to increase

Lord Craigavon’'s spee hes, the declarations 
of his Ministers, the methods pursued by the 
Government in Parliament and out of it, 
leave no room for doubt. 


THE ALLEGED AIM. 

The intention is to crush out all indepen- 
dent opinion, to rob minorities of the rights 
granted to them by the very Act that made 
the existence of either the Northern Parlia- 
ment or a Northern Government possible. The 
carrying out of such an intention would, ob- 
viously be fraught with grave menace to the 
continuance of that spirit of peace, tolerance 
and co-operation which has been slowly de- 
veloping, and which the best friends of 
genuine law and order have watched with 
kindly sympathy and a new-bern hopefulness. 

For three years, thanks to the good sense 
of the masses of the people and the grow- 
ing spirit of good fellowship that had begun 
to permeate their ranks, peace and order have 
prevailed in Northern Ireland. Wilfully to 
disturb that happier condition of things, 
deliberately to fling apple of discord 
amongst those who have been slowly learning 
to appreciate the finer fruits of friendliness 
and amity. is a crime against the community 
—an act so indefensible that we. refuse to 
believe the people of Northern Ireland will 
give their sanction to such a wanton pro- 
ceeding once its evil consequences are 
brought clearly home to them.

CONFLICTS DURING

Protests by anti-Anglo-Catholics at 
St. Cuthbert’s Church, Darwen, yester- 
day, culminated in riotous scenes after 
the Service, and the Vicar, the Rey. E. B. 
Lauria, and a colleague who had taken 
part in the Service, were protected by 
police from a crowd of two thousand 
people. Traffic was held up, and the 
police had to form a barrier across the 
road by. joining hands to turn back the 
crowd. 

During the Service at the church there 
was great disorder: Hymns were sung to 
drown the Sung Eucharist, and many 
times there was serious conflict. 

The Vicar left his stall and called in 
the police to deal with the interruptions. 
A number of names were taken. The 
Service was brought to a sudden termina- 
tion, and the protesters sang the National 
Anthem after. the choir and clergy had 
withdrawn to the vestry. 

A manifesto was afterwards circulated 
by the protesters calling upon Church 
people to fight against the attempt which 
it was alleged was being made to lead the 
Church of England back to reunion with 
Rome. 


TEACHERS IN THE NORTH.

WORKING OF EDUCATION ACT. 

The annual conference in connection with 
the Irish National Teachers’ Organisation in 
Ulster was. opened last Saturday in Clarence 
place Hall, Belfast. | 

Mr. R.. Neilly, Ballymena; who presided, 
said that their organisation held a high place 
among the teaching organisations of the 
world. Amid all the trouble in Ireland their 
organisation had preserved its unity North 
and South. That would not be without its 
influence on the future history of their 
country. Not a single action on the part of 
the Northern Committee had been questioned 
by the Central Executive Committee. 

He wished to say that not a single teacher 
in the North had suffered in any respect since 
the Education Authority had been set up. He 
regretted to say’ that since the Amending Act 
had been passed the transfer of schools had 
become a deadlock. The regional committees 
should declare why their proposals are not 
acceptable. In the past the teachers and the 
managers were the only people who had taken 
anv interest in education at all, and he did 
not see for what reason to-day either of these 
parties should be ignored. 

The following resolutions were passed :— 

(1) We strongly object to the attitude of 
the Ministry of -Education, which acquiesces 
in the employment of children for the cleaning 
of schools, as it cannot be done efficiently by 
children, and the employment of children for 
this purpose is objectionable and exposes 
their health to unnecessary danger. 

(2) In our opinion the system of inspection 
in operation in Northern Ireland is antiquated, 
unnecessarily harsh, and wholly uncalled for 
as a safeguard on public expenditure, and we 
urge: upon the Ministry of Education the 
desitability of setting up a committee for the 
purppse of inquiring into the system and to 
maké recommendations. 

(33 That we protest against the general tone 
of the Ministry’s report for 1926-27 on ele- 
mentary education. While we admit that 
defects exist, we resent the suggestion in the 
report that teachers are wholly responsible. 
Certain obvious defects in the. system are 
referred to in such a manner as to convey the 
idea that the whole responsibility for these 
lies with the teachers, whereas in most cases 
the defects are plainly attribuiable to the 
present inspection system. 

ALDERMAN AND THE CLERGY. 

Alderman Duff, Chairman of the Belfast 
Education. Committee, referred to the claims 
of the Protestant Churches. He said that the 


Edaucatién Commiitteé had ‘practically demon- 
strated that the At could’ he put intó. opera- 
tion—every section of if at once. They had 
demonstrated the possibility of overcoming 
the school shortage within the period of 
another six years. .It was a very big thing 
to say, but he said it—that they would 
provide schools snfficient to modernise the 
school accommodation. of Belfast within tne 
next six or seven years. 

The Belfast Education Authority was com- 
mitted to that; and now when they had 
proved this possible, those who did not want 
to see this state of affairs had got to be 
husy and act: at once. And they were doing 
Maybe that would be called one ‘of 
Alderman Duff's. outbursts. But it behoved 
every man and woman with progressive ideas 
in the City of Belfast not to see that progres- 
sive movement go down. for want of the 
support that might be available. 

No one should be ashamed to nail his flag 
to the mast, and let them do it with clear 
vision, remembering that they were all John 
Thompson’s bairns. There were those who 
thought that there were only one or two 
churches in the city, forgetting that there 
were a great many other social agencies work- 
ing for the good of it. What they wanted 
wus to kill absolutely—to kill stone dead— 
any attempt at the resuscitation of the idea, 
and because a man wore a collar and a cer- 
tain cloth he thereby had the right to exer- 
authority over his fellowmen, (Ap- 
plause.) He was determined, after all the 
changes of fourteen years’ service to the 
community, that he would go out of public 
life and responsible position—may be he 
would be kicked out—-before he would submit 
to the resuscitation of that particular type of 
authority. (Applause.) 
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PARTHENON HEAD FOR 
THE LOUVRE. 
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A REMARKABLE HISTORY. 
REUTER'’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

At a recent sitting of the Académie des 
Inscriptions it was announced that the Louvre 
has bought the famous head from the 
Parthenon, known as the Laborde Head, 
which, together with the one in the British 
Museum, alone remains of all the figures 
which formerly decorated the Parthenen. 

MI. Michon, who made the announcement, 
briefly retraced the extraordinary history of 
the relic. In 1687, he said, in the course oi 
a war between the Venetians and the Turks, 
Morosini, at the head of a Venetian force, 
beseiged the Acropolis, “The Turks had trans- 
formed the Parthenon into a powder magazine, 
and a bomb thrown by the Venetians caused 
a terrible explosion, which damaged much of 
the wonderful building. 

The western front remained practically in- 
tact, but an attempt by Morosini to take down 
the figures in order to transport them to 
Venice resulted in their destruction. San 
Gallo, Morosini’s secretary, brought back a 
head which had escaped from the general 
wreckage, and had it incrusted in the wall of 
his house, as was then the fashion. One 
hundred and fifteen years later the house was 
pulled down. Little attention was paid to the 
head, which was bought, in 1824, by aGerman 
named Weber, an artist, who recognised the 
marble as coming from the Parthenon. 
Twenty years later the Comte Leon de 
Laborde. former Conservator of the Louvre, 
who had gone to Athens in order to document. 
himself on the Parthenon for a work he was 
writing, came through Venice on his return. 
There he bought the precious head, which he 
brought back to France. ard since that time 
it has remained in the family. 

Despite the fact that would-be American 
purchasers offered fabulous sums for the head, 
the family of Laborde refused to allow it to 
leave the country, and have now ceded it to 
the Louvre ata price much below the Ameri; 
can offers. The head is that of a young man,

Académie Goncourt in the safe keeping of 
the National Library, where it can only be 
consulted by a few privileged persons. From 
time to time facetious readers ask for the

Having slightly the better of the play in the 
opening half, Ireland crossed over with a 
eficiency of two points, and then proceeded 
to Wage another ruthless and continuous ob- 
slaught to France’s line. Except on two 
occasions in the second half, France never 
crossed the twenty-five yards line into Irish 
territory, and numerous penalty kicks in 
positions which at other times would suggest 
edsy conversion were awarded to the home 
country. It so happened that the art of 
goal kicking seemed for the time being a‘lost 
one; for not alone were none of the four 
Irish tries converted, but the penalty kicks 
referred to were also futile. Ex “i 
enough, ee ge the game had gone so muc 
in favour of Ireland, it was as near as 
possible to being lost to her on the very 
stroke of time. This incident was an ex- 
eiting, and, for the Irish team’s supporters, 
a nerve wracking experience. Play had been 
in Irish territory, when, through a slip by 
Arigho, Jardel, the French left wing three- 
quarter, broke clear away, and when ap- 
ey gre Stewart kicked over the latter's 
ead straight towards the goal posts. It 
was then that Stewart capped a really good 
all-round exhibition of full-back play. 
Quickly sizing up the situation he kicked 
over the dead ball line and prevented the try 
being scored, which, with conversion, would 
have meant a one point victory for France. 
HOW THE “ORWARDS PLAYED. 
The game in many respects reminded us 
of most previous matches between Ireland 
and France, though I thought the standard 
of football a lot better than what we saw at 
Colombes last year, and on the Ravenhill 
ground two years ago. The Irish forwards 
succeeded in getting the ball more fre- 
quently now; they also brought off many of 
the characteristic loose rushes, and, while ad- 


place kicks on to Davy, Ganly and Pike in 
turn. As matters turned out, his own efforts 
were much the best, and, had he persevered 
all through, we would probably have had 
six or eight more points added to the total.
